THE SUPREMB COURT AND POLITIOS. 
The reception which has been accorded by 


the Southern press to the recent decisions. 


of the Supreme Court of the United States 
in regard to the civil rights cases is not an 
encouraging sign. Almost without. excep- 
tion the decisions of the court are de- 
nounced, and in some cases with bitterness 
“and even seurrility, as partisan ” decisions, 
while the dissenting opinions of Justices 
Fistp and Onirrorp have been praised 
as the entungiation of the highest coustita- 
tional doctrine. .Common sense would in- 
dicate-that if the devisions are partisan the 
dissent is equally so, and neithér is so ex- 
cept for the reason that the Democratic 
Party has chosen to ‘make a political issue 
upon some of the plainest provisions of the 
Constitution. The facts that these pro- 
visions have been embodied in the Consti- 
tution at a comparatively recent period, 
that their . adoption was the re 
sult of an animated party “con- 
test, and that .from.. the nature 
of the case they only apply to the 
South, since the North has never desired to 
take any action contrary to them, have 
nothing to do with their authority; The 
amendments which assert the equality of 
civil rights in all the States of the Union 

dre now an integral portion of the funda- 

mental law of the land. ‘They have pre- 

cisely the samoé validity and force, they are 

as binding. on Congress and on the States, 

they are as obligatory npon the Supreme 

Court and-on the State ney: as any 

other portion. 

The only question which. can now arise 
in regard to them must relate to the spirit 
in which they shall be interpreted, whether 
narrowly, straining every point to defeat 
them, or with a desire to carry out the pur- 
poses for which they were adopted. It was 
in this latter spirit that the recent decisions 
were made. It was in the former that Mr. 
Justice Frauo shaped his dissenting opin- 
ion. We have no doubt that the reasoning 
which sustained one and the other was 
alike conclusive to the Judges who em- 
ployed it, and that both the majority 
and the minority were sincére in their 
convictions, If there were any suspicion 
of personal or partisan bias it might. most 
readily attach to the Justice who aspires to. 
@ nomination for the Presidency, and whose 
judgment might unconsciously be swayed 
by his ambition. But no such suspicion can 
attach to the Judges who rendered the de- 
cision of the court. They had nothing to 
gain or to lose by their course, and to de- 
slare, as the Southern newspapers do, that 
their action: is “ partisan ”: is wantonly to 
attack the dignity and integrity of the 
court. 

The Supreme Court has generally inclined 
to construe the Constitution in the simplest 
and plainest way, to give it all ef- 
fect possible. A long line of decisions 
made on this principle might be cited, 


‘and the Southern Democrats eannot have 


forgotten the memorable Dred Scott de- 
dision, which pushed ‘this doctrine to its 
farthest possible limit: Now that the Con- 
stitution has been essentially modified, and 
the nation has adopted amendments to it 
which were intendéd to make all its pro- 
visions clearly in favor of freedom and 
equality, as some of them were before 
open to a - construction — favorable 
to slavery, the duty of the Supreme’ Court 
in construing those amendments is not. to 
be mistaken. It is to give them all reason- 
able efficiency, to interpret. them as con- 
ferring the nécessary power to carry out 
their purpose. And this is precisely what 
the majerity of the Supreme Court has done 
in the recent oases. To denounce such ac- 
tion as partisan is only to confess that. 
the party to. which the oritics belong 
has not accepted completely and in. good 
faith the momentous change which has 
been made in the Constitution, Moreover, |. 
there is a special reason why the ‘ate de- 
cisions should be acceptable rather than, 


It would 
be a-mark of the progress of sense and real 
devotion to the Union in the South if the 
logical and moderate interpretation which 


the court has given to the fourteenth 


amendment were quietly accepted, and in 
good faith complied. with, instead of being 
treated with ill-disguised resentment and 
contempt.

THR YOUNG REPUBLICANS. 


The Young Republican Convention which 
was held in Boston on Saturday consisted 
of about sixty delegates; representing some. 
ieukiy stale tissimtinat saci tt the State 
of Massachusetts, ‘The Young Republican 
had its origin at Worcester 

last Fall, but the elements of which it’ is 
composed have beenin a state of incipient 
activity ever since the Presidential canvass 
of 1876. ‘They were evolyed out of the 
Bristow movement .of . that . year, 
whieh was peculiarly strong in Massa- 
chusette, where its failure  occa- 
sionéd considerable disappointment, al- 
though Mr, Hayes was very génerally ac- 
cepted as satisfactory to its supporters. 
Youth appears not to be an indispensable 


qualification for membership in the present, 


organization, as Col. Hiearmson: and the 
Harvard Professors who: figured as dele- 
gates in the convention are on the shady 
side of 50, In some measure it appears to 
ally itdelf With the Independent movement 
in other States; though {ts avowed object 
is quite different, It has, indeed, a 
very useful purpose .to serve, if it 
would devote itself to carrying it out in 
a judicious manner. The main idea ppon 
which it was based is that of bringing into 
effective political activity the young men 
of the Republican Party and those older 
members who are usually averse to taking 
part in preliminary. political work on ac- 
count of the methods which too commonly 
prevail among jiocal managers. was 
thought that much good might be accom- 
plished by coming boldly forward and using 
‘an organized and concentrated influence in 
*enucuses, toprevent, if possible, the selection 
of unfit candidates, and to insist upon open 
and regular methods of action which should 
secure @ fair expression of the will of the 
voters. Another purpose was to exercise a 
watchful activity throughout the canvass ; 
help to disseminate the soundest principles 
of the party}> get the names of qualified 
voters upon the lists and keep others off, 
and ‘to prevent frauds in the casting and 
counting of ballots. 
, All this is very excellent service, and the 
more we have of it in all States the better. 
It is a good thing for the young men to de- 
vote their energy and enthusiasm to such a 
work, but there is no reason why it should 
not be carried on in full harmony with the 
general party counocils.. The moment the 
subordinate organization exhibits a spirit 
of antagonism to the party for which it pro- 
fesses to be laboring, or assumes to dictate 
its course in regard to the wider interests 
which must necessarily be conducted 
through general party agencies, it imperils 
its. own usefulness, and is in . danger 
of becoming ridiculous. This danger was. 
conspicuously shown in the Boston conven- 
tion.. Ifit had been content to complete 
and extend the organization, to make an 
explicit avowal of its legitimate objects, ’ 
and to declare the principles which it ¢eon- 
siders essential to the soundness of Repub- 
lican doctrine, it would have placed itself 
in a position to exert » wholesome influ- 
ence, ‘when it made posi declars- 
tions in regard to the candidates to be nom- 
inated by the National Convention of the 
party, it at once developed an unnecessary 
division. in its own ranks, an almost 
equal division, as it proved, and placed 
itself in’ an attitude liable to. bring 
it into hostility with a large majority of the 
Republicans of the State. Sneh a result, it 
hardly need be stated, is caloulated to de- 
stroy its usefulness inthe excellent work 
which it set out to do. For a convention 
of less than threescoro members, repre- 
senting an incipient organization, as yet of 
small numbers and professedly Republican, 
te undertake to instruct the National’ Con- 
vention of the whole party in all the Btates 
as to men who must not be nontinated, is to 
make an exhibition of presumption likely 
to bring it into contempt. >

Thete are two branches of this caso—the 
legal and the historical. ‘So far.as concerns 
the former, Gen. Loaan has fally pat. the 
point that neither the President nor Con- 
gress can annul and set aside « sentence of 
court-martial already approved and carried 
into execution. Yet this, under the first 
section of the eommittee’s bill, Congress: 
authorizes Mr. Hayes to do. Again, the 
Revised Statutes, section 1,228, declare 
expressly that no officer dismissed from the 
Army by general court-martial ‘shall ever 
be restored to the military service except 
by 8 reappointment eonfirmed by the Sen- 
ate.”

portant.. And now what is thére in the his- 
tory of Gen. Porrsr’s odnduct in the Sum- 
mer of 1862 that-entitles him to the extraor- 
dinary privileges and emoluments claimed 
forhim? Hoe is allowed to ‘‘ elect,” under 
the third section of the bill, whether he will 
go on the active or retired list; he is given, 
by the fourth section, ‘a credit for twenty 
years’ service from the 1st day of Septem- 
Wer, 1866,” in settling his pay accdunt. 
That would be not only excusing reluctance 
in the performance of duty, but offering a 
premium on it. If it be possible, in the 
voluminous literature of this case, to

Undoubtedly, the fun of these comic cat 
pietures lies in the incongruity of associat- 
ing anything like humor with an animal so 
utterly devoid of that quality. The cat is 
Philistine to the tip of its tail. It ‘never 
condescends to play, and in no circum. 
stances loses its perfect dignity of manner, 
What is sometimes mistaken forplayfalness 
in the cat is nothing more than a rehearsal 
of the gymnastic feats which are éssential 
to its professional duties; The kitten 
chases @ string in order to develop that agil- 
ity and command of musele which are need- 
fal in chasing mice‘and birds, and the ma- 
ture cat, when she has catight a monse, 
goes over the whole process of the capture 
again and again as a mere. matter of prac- 
tice. The idea of anything so frivolous as 
play or amusement unquestionably never 
enters into the cat’s head. This habitual 
seriousness and strict attention to business 
isthe cause. of the veneration which the 
Egyptians showed to the cat. Theyrogard- 
ed it as a god merely because it never 
smiles anid never jokes. So scolemnan ani- 


mal must be, they thought, superhuman,’ 


Without doubt, had a stray German visited 
Egypt, the Egyptians would have instantly 
deified him because of his inability to com- 
prehend a joke.

An example needs to be made of dis- 
honest detectives who, in divorce cases, have repeat- 
edly sworn, as there is every’ reason to. believe, to 
statements wholly without foundation. Jt has long 
been cnstomary here for men wishing to obtain s 
divoree from. their wives, to employ detectives; to 
farnish testimony against them in court. The de- 
tectives, knowing what was wanted, would be dif- 
ferent from the average of their order if 
they did not produce it. In consideration of hand- 
some pay, they would pretend to have sean what 
had ‘never happened, and by their perjury innocent 
women would be put away. and stamped with in- 
famy.
